To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenville  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Tmvn  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Community  Hall  in  said 
Greenville  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Bring  in  your  ballots  for : 

Town  Clerk  for  one  year,  one  Selectman  for  three  years.  Town 
Treasurer  for  one  year.  Tax  Collector  for  one  year.  Highway  Agent 
for  one  year,  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  two 
Auditors  for  one  year,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years  and 
one  Fire  Ward  for  three  years. 

And  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at 
the  Town  Hall  Auditorium  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects:

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE 
TOWN  OF  GREENVILLE,  N.  H. 

The  Budget  Committee  report  that  follows  covers  only  the 
items  that  reflect  the  greatest  changes  since  last  year's  budget. 
Areas  not  mentioned  remain  approximately  the  same  or  their 
increase  will  not  make  a  great  difference  in  the  overall  town 
budget. 

TOWN  OFFICERS'  SALARIES  —  S600  increase  to  be  di- 
vided betwen  six  town  officers.  (Three  Selectmen,  Town  Treas- 
urer, Town  Clerk,  and  Tax  Collector). 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  —  Increase  of  $43 00  in  Chief's 
salary.  Also  approximately  $2500  increase  in  Special  Officers' 
payroll  due  to  increase  in  hours  and  also  SI. 00  hourly  rate  in- 
crease. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  —  Approximately  $1000  budget  in- 
crease over  last  year  due  to  $500  for  new  hose  and  $500  for  new 
roof  over  part  of  fire  station  building. 

FIRE  TRUCK  FUND  —  Even  though  there  is  an  item  on 
the  warrant  for  a  new  fire  truck,  the  Budget  Committee  feels 
that  if  the  new  truck  is  not  approved,  consideration  on  increasing 
the  reserve  fund  should  be  given. 

DOG  OFFICER  —  $300  appropriated  for  salary  of  appointee. 

TOWN  DUMP  —  Approximately  $2000  more  than  1969 
due  to  dump  being  open  7  days  weekly.  Part  of  the  above  is  for 
increase  in  custodian's  hourly  rate  and  part  for  dump  mainten- 
ance. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  —  Budgets  for  all  classifications 
under  this  department  are  approximately  $8500  below  1969 
and  this  is  dependent  upon  weather  conditions  for  remainder  of 
calendar  year. 

TOWN  POOR  —  Increased  amount  of  $4800  due  to  Court 
decision  for  which  the  Town  of  Greenville  is  liable. 

PARKS  and  PLAYGROUNDS  —  Although  the  budget  calls 
for  an  appropriation  of  $900,  five  hundred  of  this  will  be  reim- 
bursed by  public  and  civic  organization  donations. 
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WATER  DEPARTMENT  —  Actual  1969  expenditures 
were  approximate!}^  $47,000.  Proposed  budget  estimates  in- 
crease of  approximately  $1850  for  1970  or  budget  of  $48,850. 
This  increase  due  to  operating  expenses  including  purchase  of 
aquastats  and  debt  retirement.  Income  against  above  budget 
estimated  at  $20,000. 

INTEREST  ON  TEMPORARY  LOANS  —  Actual  1969  ex- 
penditures were  $3463  against  budget  of  $1250.  1970  budget 
$3800.  This  increase  is  partially  due  to  town  being  forced  to 
borrow  because  certain  taxpayers  are  not  paying  taxes  when  due. 

COUNTY  TAXES  —  $1700  increase  over  1969  budgeted 
figures  due  to  assessment  by  county. 

LIBRARY  —  Increase  of  $1000  due  mostly  to  additional 
hours  spent  in  library  work  by  librarian. 

The  Budget  Committee  did  not  consider  or  recommend  items 
on  warrant  but  stayed  within  budgeted  items. 

The  Budget  Committee  recommends  that  single  items  costing 
$100  or  more  be  itemized  in  reports. 

The  Budget  Committee  welcomes  the  support  of  above  budg- 
ets or  your  constructive  criticism.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too  many 
fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding  smoking 
material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused  most  of  the 
fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  every- 
one understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of 
outdoor  fires.   A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follows: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incin- 
erator, grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning. 
Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00 
a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief 
and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.   On  another's  property 
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with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of 
the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a 
hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Moun- 
tain National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office 
or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public 
camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built 
for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly 
that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00 
or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  ( 1 )  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land, maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

TO  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHAMBERLIN 
FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Once  again  it  is  time  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the 
Chamberlin  Library.  We  have  added  14  adults  and  40  young 
people  to  our  registration  figures.  During  the  year  227  more 
adults  used  the  Library  than  last  year.  Perhaps  the  influence  of 
T.  V.  is  wearing  off — and  people  are  getting  back  to  reading 
again!  The  total  number  of  fiction  books  circulated  was  7093, 
non-fiction  books  and  magazines  4380,  for  a  total  circulation 
of  11,473.  The  record  collection  reached  a  circulation  of  317. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  purchased  12  Columbia  Rec- 
ords for  our  collection  in  March.  Mrs.  Kimball  gave  4  records, 
and  Miss  Elsie  Wheeler  donated  5  children's  records.  These  have 
been  very  popular.  R.C.A.  gave  the  Library  75  records  in  July, 
so  we  now  have  145  records  available  for  circulation. 

From  January  to  June  of  1969,  movies  were  shown  in  the 
Town  Hall  on  the  last  Saturday  of  the  month  to  an  enthusiastic 
audience.  Average  attendance  was  33.  The  most  popular  movie 
was  "The  Red  Balloon." 

Starting  in  September  the  movies  have  been  held  on  the 
first  Saturday  of  the  month  at  10  a.m.  The  average  attendance 
this  fall  has  been  25.  The  Librarian  has  also  shown  movies  twice 
for  the  Federated  Church  Sunday  School.  This  was  done  at  the 
request  of  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent. 

The  Librarian  has  attended  six  book  selection  meetings, 
one  each  in  Milford,  Brookline,  Mt.  Vernon,  Rindge  and  two 
in  Keene.  Mrs.  Priscilla  Weston,  the  Librarian  in  Temple,  fur- 
nished transportation  for  these  meetings.  It  is  helpful  to  be  able 
to  see  the  books  before  ordering  and  programs  and  book  reviews 
are  informative  and  interesting. 

Other  meetings  attended  by  the  Librarian  have  been  the 
Advisory  Council  Meeting  in  Derry,  April  10th;  April  17th, 
Friends  of  the  Library  dinner  at  the  Wayfarer,  Bedford;  April 
23rd,  National  Library  Week  luncheon  at  the  N.  H.  Highway 
Motel,  Concord;  May  27th,  a  Children's  Service  Workshop  at 
the  Bedford  Library,  Story-telling  and  Summer  Reading  pso- 
grams  were  discussed.  This  was  a  most  interesting  workshop.  On 
June  12th  the  Librarian  was  given  permission  to  close  the  Li- 
brary, and  she  and  Mr.  Kimball  attended  the  Annual  Meeting 
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of  the  N.H.  Library  Association  and  the  N.H.  Library  Trustee 
Association  at  Plymouth.  This  was  a  day  well  spent !  In  October, 
Mrs.  William  LaPierre  and  the  Librarian  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  at  The  Wayfarer  in  Bed- 
ford. The  luncheon  speaker  was  May  Sarton,  a  New  Hampshire 
author  and  poet.  We  purchased,  for  the  Library,  an  autographed 
copy  of  her  recent  book  "The  Poet  and  the  Donkey". 

Due  to  the  proposed  cut  in  the  budget  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, we  were  informed  that  the  State  Library,  as  of  July 
1st,  would  have  to  eliminate  centralized  book  purchasing  and 
cataloging.  Each  Library  would  have  to  return  to  ordering  its 
own  books  and  cataloging  same.  We  would  be  able  to  get  catalog 
cards  from  the  Library  for  adult  non-fiction  titles  published  in 
the  current  year  and  the  past  year  (at  this  date  1968-1969).  All 
unexpended  funds  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  for  the 
purchase  of  books  were  returned  to  the  Library. 

The  Trustees  and  the  Librarian  wrote  to  our  Congressmen, 
Senator  Norris  Cotton,  Senator  Thomas  Mclntyre  and  Rep. 
James  Cleveland,  asking  their  support  in  restoring  the  cuts  in  the 
budget  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  We  re- 
ceived replies  from  all  three  informing  us  they  would  do  what 
they  could  to  see  that  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
are  funded  adequately. 

Beginning  with  fiscal  1969,  each  affiliated  Library  in  the 
Statewide  Library  Development  Program  must  expend  at  least 
the  base  year  book  expenditures  in  order  to  receive  an  annual 
State  grant  in  aid  (RSA  201-C:10).  Our  base  year  (1965) 
expenditures  for  books  was  $1,106.00,  and  we  must  equal  or 
better  that  amount  from  now  on. 

In  May  the  Trustees  made  application  for  our  State -Aid 
grant  of  $100.00  to  be  spent  on  Reference  Books.  We  must 
spend  this  money  before  June,  1970,  to  improve  our  reference 
collection.  Books  purchased  in  1969  with  our  grant  were:

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Memorial  books  have  been  presented  to  the  Library  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Edna  LaPierre,  Miss  Nina  Doonan,  Mrs. 
Florence  LaFreniere,  Marcells  Frost,  and  Alice  Beausoleil. 

The  Library  Trustees  and  the  Librarian  are  most  appre- 
ciative of  the  gift  of  the  following  magazines:  N.  H.  Profile, 
National  Geographic,  American  Legion  Magazine,  U.  S.  News 
and  World  Report,  Newsweek,  and  the  Nation's  Business.  Also 
we  thank  all  who  gave  books  or  money  to  buy  new  books  for  our 
collection. 

The  State  Library  gave  us  7  additional  large-print  books. 
These  books  are  a  help  to  anyone  who  has  difficulty  reading  fine 
print.  The  new  titles  are :

There  are  many  more  sight-saving  books  available  for  bor- 
rowing from  the  State  Library  and  the  Bookmobile. 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  patrons  we  have  borrowed 
72  books  from  the  State  Library,  16  from  Milford,  5  from  the 
Keene  District  office  and  1  from  the  Nashua  Library.  If  we  don't 
have  what  you  are  looking  for  we  try  to  find  it.  We  have  also 
had  the  use  of  440  books  from  the  Bookmobile,  an  average  of 
146  books  a  trip. 

In  April  the  Library  celebrated  National  Library  Week  with 
our  "Open  House"  on  the  24th.  Fifty  people  attended  and  en- 
joyed the  display  of  Papier  Mache  animals  made  by  Mr.  John- 
son's Art  Class  and  the  exhibit  of  Garden  books,  Hobby  books, 
and  books  about  New  Hampshire  and  by  New  Hampshire 
authors.  A  book  jacket  contest  was  entered  by  pupils  of  the  3rd 
and  4th  grades.  Booklets  with  original  stories,  poems  and  illustra- 
tions were  made  by  Mrs.  Rafter's  pupils.  Prizes,  given  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library,  were  awarded  for  the  best  bookjacket 
and  booklet.  The  film,  "Music  of  Williamsburg,"  was  shown  and 
delicious  refreshments  were  served  by  a  group  of  the  Library 
Friends.  Friday,  April  25th,  all  grades  1  through  4  were  invited 
to  the  Library  to  see  the  displays  and  have  a  story  told  to  them 
by  the  Librarian. 
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A  Summer  Reading  program  was  held  during  vacation.  It 
was  called  "The  Story  Road"  and  each  child  travelled  along  the 
road,  by  car  stickers,  from  one  book  to  another.  Twenty-four 
finished  the  program  and  enjoyed  an  afternoon  of  games  and  a 
cookout  at  the  home  of  the  Librarian  on  August  30th. 

On  October  24th,  United  Nations  Day,  Mr.  Odilon  Mor- 
neau  gave  a  talk  to  Mr.  Johnson's  fourth  grade  class,  at  the 
each  Friday  afternoon  during  June,  July  and  August.  Mrs.  Claire 
Lanthier  Bloomfield  took  over  the  story  hour  during  the  Librar- 
ian's vacation  in  July  and  assisted  with  the  party.  Friends  of  the 
Library  furnished  the  refreshments  for  the  cookout  and  the  party. 

On  October  24th,  United  Nations  Day,  Mr.  Odilon  Morn- 
eau  gave  a  talk  to  Mr.  Johnson's  fourth  grade  class,  at  the 
Library,  on  United  Nation  Stamps.  He  also  brought  his  albums 
of  U.  N.  Stamps  for  the  children  to  see. 

Each  Thursday  and  Friday  afternoon  the  school  children 
come  to  the  Library  by  classes  to  take  our  books.  The  fourth  grade 
is  having  a  course  in  "How  to  Use  the  Library."  This  will  prove 
helpful  to  the  Librarian  as  well  as  to  the  children. 

We  were  sorry  to  have  Lise  Thibault  resign  as  Library  Aide 
in  September,  but  we  were  lucky  to  get  Mary  Ellen  Alix  to  take 
her  place.  Miss  Alix  started  work  as  a  Library  Aide  the  first 
of  October. 

This  year  the  8th  Annual  Pops  Concert  sponsored  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  was  held  in  October.  It  was  a  most  suc- 
cessful affair,  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  hope  to  have  a  full 
report  on  the  financial  success  of  the  Pops  soon.  Unofficially  the 
amount  is  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  $300.00,  so  the  Library 
will  benefit  accordingly. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  in  any  way  to  make 
the  Greenville  Library  one  of  which  we  may  be  proud.  To  my 
unofficial  assistant,  Mr.  Kimball,  whose  help  and  encouragement 
is  much  appreciated,  thanks.  Also  a  heartfelt  thank-you  to  my 
trustees,  who  are  always  helpful  and  wonderful  to  work  with. 

May  I  urge  every  citizen  of  Greenville,  young  and  old,  to 
make  good  use  of  their  Library.  These  words  of  Francis  Bacon 
certainly  are  applicable  today,  in  these  troubled  times,  "Read — 
not  to  contradict  and  confute ;  nor  to  believe  and  take  for  granted ; 
nor  to  find  talk  and  discourse;  but  to  weigh  and  consider."
